We have two 
plastic greenhouses that we are experimenting with. We are using plastic pots 


exclusively and have developed several types of racks to enable us to handle them 


more efficiently.

ay laveling. on the south of us should come on Route 128 to Woburn, then 


take off of Exit 30 north towards Lowell. We are about seven miles from 128 and are — 


located on the right on Route 38. Route 128 is eee to customers coming from 


central Massachusetts via Routes 9 and 20. It is also quite handy to folks coming 


from Maine on Route 1, although it is possible to cut off a corner by coming cross 


lots through Haverhill. Customers coming from Nashua, Keene and North of us will 
find it possible to skip going through Lowell by taking either Route 110 or 3 to 


Route 129. Keep on Route 129 through Billerica Center to East Billerica two and 
three tenths miles from Billerica Center, bear left from 199. This will take you to 


Route 38 (one and nine tenths miles). Turn left on Route 7 and we are located on 
the right three- quarters of a mile north. |
